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1 . CHINA ROCKED BY EARTHQUAKE 

A STRONG EARTHQUAKE, CENTERED APPROXIMATELY 100 MILES SOUTH- 
EAST OF PEKING, HIT CHINA AT 1547 EDT, JULY 27 (0347 PEKING 
TIME, JULY 28). THE USLO REPORTS THAT CHINESE AUTHORITIES 
MEASURED THE QUAKE AT 7.3 ON THE RICHTER SCALE; AP CITES THE 
EARTHQUAKE INPORMATION CENTER AS RATING THE EARTHQUAKE AT 
8.4 ON THE RICHTER, MAKING IT THE LARGEST SINCE THE 1964 
ALASKA TREMOR. ALL USLO PERSONNEL AND A CONGRESSIONAL STALE 
DELEGATION IN PEKING ARE PINE. M. W. KELLOGG'S PEKING OF- 
FICE REPORTED THAT IT KNOWS OF NO INJURIES TO ITS APPROXI- 
MATELY 100 TECHNICIANS STATIONED THROUGHOUT CHINA. (UNCLAS-

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2. BRITAIN BREAKING UP WITH BIG DADDY 
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RESPONDING TO PUBLIC AND PARLIAMENTARY PRESSURE TO DEAL VIG- 
OROUSLY WITH AMIN, THE UK WILL ANNOUNCE JULY 28 ITS DECISION 
TO BREAK RELATIONS WITH UGANDA. EMBASSY LONDON NOTES THAT, 
IN THE TWO WEEKS SINCE THE MURDER OE MRS. BLOCH, WHITEHALL 
HAS LAID THE GROUNDWORK BY: 

-PERSUADING AT LEAST 250 BRITISH NATIONALS TO DEPART 
UGANDA; AND 

-ENLISTING THE CLOSE COOPERATION OE THE ERENCH, WHO 
WILL REPRESENT BRITISH INTERESTS IN KAMPALA. 

EMBASSY COMMENT: WHILE EEAREUL THAT AMIN MAY VENT HIS ANGER 
ON THOSE BRITISH CITIZENS VOLUNTARILY REMAINING IN UGANDA, 
WHITEHALL OFEICIALS RELIEVE THE DECISION IS LONG OVERDUE. 
CONVINCED THE TIME FOR A BREAK IS NOW OR NEVER, THEY ARE 
CROSSING THEIR FINGERS AND PROCEEDING WITH THE ANNOUNCEMENT.

3. KENYA'S GOOD NEIGHBOR POLICY 

KENYAN EOREIGN MINISTER WAIYAKI, IN A JULY 27 MEETING WITH 
CHIEES OE MISSION AND THE PRESS IN NAIROBI, OUTLINED 
KENYA'S POSITION IN HER CONFLICT WITH UGANDA. WAIYAKI: 

-DEMANDED, AS A NEW CONDITION FOR NORMALIZATION OF RE- 
LATIONS, THAT UGANDA "NOT HOLD AS HOSTAGES" BURUNDI, 

RWANDA, THE SUDAN AND ZAIRE BY CONEISCATING GOODS DES- 
TINED EOR THOSE COUNTRIES; 

-REVEALED THAT KENYA HAD INVITED OAU SYG MBOUMOUNA TO 
MAKE AN INSPECTION TOUR OE KENYA; AND 

-SAID KENYA WOULD WELCOME BILATERAL MEETINGS WITH 
UGANDA TO RESOLVE THEIR DIEEERENCES. 

IN ADDITION, A HIGH GOK OFEICIAL TOLD THE EMBASSY THAT ARAB 
AMBASSADORS WOULD BE WARNED TO STOP SUPPORTING UGANDA. 
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EMBASSY COMMENT: THE STATEMENT IS FURTHER EVIDENCE THAT 
KENYA IS DETERMINED TO TOUGH OUT THE CONTINUING THREATS OF 
MILITARY ATTACK. THE REEERENCE TO HOLDING OTHER NATIONS 
HOSTAGE WAS PRESUMABLY INTENDED TO DIVERT TO UGANDA THE 
PRESSURE WHICH THOSE COUNTRIES ARE APPLYING TO KENYA. (LIM-

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4. TANAKA ARREST PUNISHMENT FOR MIKI 

EMBASSY TOKYO NOTES THAT THE JULY 27 ARREST OF FORMER PRIME 
MINISTER TANAKA HAS DESTROYED THE INTRA-PARTY LIBERAL DEMO- 
CRATIC STANDOEF THAT HAS SUSTAINED MIKI IN POWER. THE EM- 
BASSY OPINES THAT THE ARREST: 

-WILL CAUSE WEEKS OE CONFUSION IN PARTY AND GOVERN- 
MENT RANKS; 

-DOES NOT MEAN THE END OF JAPAN'S LOCKHEED SCANDAL, 

BUT RATHER OPENS THE POSSIBILITY THAT ANY AND ALL WHO 
RECEIVED LOCKHEED MONEY COULD BE ARRESTED; 

-WILL SHARPLY REDUCE ANY LINGERING SUSPICION OP A US- 
GOJ EFFORT TO COVER UP THE SCANDAL; AND 

-WILL BRING POPULAR CREDIT TO MIKI FOR "ALLOWING" THE 
ARREST. (CONFIDENTIAL) TOKYO 11294,7/27.) 

5. JAMAICA: PRIME MINISTER PUTS MANLEYNESS BEFORE CANDOR 

IN A JULY 23 CONVERSATION WITH AMBASSADOR GERARD, MANLEY AND 
FOREIGN MINISTER THOMPSON VOICED CONCERN ABOUT ALLEGED: 

-MISUNDERSTANDING AMONG THE DIPLOMATIC CORPS OF THE 
RATIONALE BEHIND THE STATE OP EMERGENCY; 

-ANTI- JAMAICAN CIA ACTIVITIES; AND 

-PLOTTING AGAINST THE GOJ BY MIAMI-BASED EXILES. 

THE AMBASSADOR GAVE HIS ASSURANCES THAT THE CIA IS ENGAGED 
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IN NO COVERT ACTIVITY AGAINST JAMAICA AND THAT USG INVESTI- 
GATIONS INTO THE ALLEGED EXILE PLOT HAVE DEVELOPED NO IN- 
FORMATION TO SUBSTANTIATE THE ORIGINAL REPORT. 

AMBASSADOR'S COMMENT; MANLEY, WHO CONTRADICTED HIMSELF ON 
A NUMBER OF IMPORTANT POINTS, SEEMED DETERMINED TO CONTINUE 
HIS ANTI-US POLICY AND MAY BE LOOKING FOR A PRETEXT TO 
ATTACK THE USG OR THE EMBASSY. GIVEN HIS PREDISPOSITION 
TO BELIEVE THAT WE ARE BEHIND ALL HIS TROUBLES, AND THE 
KEYSTONE COP PERPORMANCE OF HIS SECURITY FORCES IN HANDLING 
AND EVALUATING INTELLIGENCE, WE MUST BE VERY CAREFUL AND 
SELECTIVE IN PASSING INFORMATION TO THE GOJ LEST WE INFLAME
